Jellied Rice and Fowl Loaf.

Christmas Tea Cakes. 
Three-quarter cup butter, 1 cup su- 
gar, 1 cup irradiated evaporated milk, 
2 tablespoons vinegar and 2 table- 


spoons lemon juice combined, 1 tea- 1 


spoon soda, 4 cups flour, 1-2 teaspcon 
salt, 1 teaspoon mixed spices, 1-2 cup 
candied pineapple, chopped; 1-4 cup 
candied orange peel, chopped; 1-2 cup 
— chopped; 1-2 cup chopped 
nuts. 

Cream butter, ad‘ sugar and cream 
until sugar granules are dissolved. 
Sift flour, then measure. Resift with 
soda, salt and spices. Mix chopped 
fruit with a little of this flour. Add 
soured milk alternately with dry in- 
gredients. Stir in floured fruit at the 
last. This batter will be very thick. 
Pour into shallow greased cake pans. 
Sprinkle nuts over top of batter. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
Fahrenheit) about 30 minutes. Frest 
with lemon frosting. Yield: 48 small 
square.. 


Lemon Frosting. 


One tablespoon butter, 8 cups con- 
fectioners’ sugar, 2 tablespoons irradi- 
ated evaporated milk, 2 tablespoons 
— juice, 1-2 teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. 

Cream butter. Add sugar and milk 
alternately and beat until smooth.

Death Keeps 25 -Year Appointment 
With Methodist Conference Time 


Passing of Dr. C. O. Jones and Rev. J. O. Pettis Follows 
Almost Unbroken Line of Grim Record; Only 
Two Years Without Usual Toll.

For almost 25 years, death has step- 
ped in annually to cast a gloomy 
shadow over the Methodists of north 
Georgia just as the church leaders of 
this area have gathered in confer- 
ence to discuss the achievements of 
the past year and the prospects for 
the next. 
Yr This year, Dr. C. O. Jones, of At-

lanta, a member of the ministry for 
67 years, and the Rev. J. U. Pettis, 
'of Grantville, a conference member for 
|25 years, died within a few days of 
'each other, continuing the grim rec- 
ord of one or more deaths at confer- 
‘ence time every year since 1913, with 
'two exceptions. 

| Lecturer and leading Methodist min- 
ister for years, Dr. Jones, who led 
‘the temperance forces of the country 
‘for 17 years, was superannuated a 
|year ago and this year, unable to at- 
tend the conference because of fail- 
_ing health, he sent a written mes- 
| sage to the conference body in which 
ihe eaid: 

“When my time comes, and it can- 
not be long, as I am only 13 yeers 
under a century, I trust that it shall 
be instantaneous, like the fall of an 
autumn leaf, the passage of a me- 
teor.”’

| Dr. Pettis’ Death. 

| Dr. Pettis died just a few days be- 
fore the conference convened. 

The tragic visits of death, either 
to some minister or to some member 
of a minister's family, at conference 
time each year since 1913 have been:

The two men who were her hus- 
bands speak of her today as “the 
finest woman they have ever 
known.” 

Simplicity shows in her every 
taste and habit.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 17.—()— 
Due to the lack of activity among in- 
dustrial leaders and persons with cap- 
ital, the first newsprint paper mill to- 
come to the south will not be in Geor- 
gia, but will probably be in another 
state, according to the expressed 
opinion today of Dr. Charles Herty, 
director of the Savannah Pulp and 
Paper Laboratory, following his re- 
turn from New York, where he con- 
ferred with industrial and scientifie 
leaders of the country.

Mrs. W. was a victim of tuber- 
culosis two years ago. No hope for 
recovery was held out, unless she 
could go into the life-giving pine 
topped mountains of north Georgia, 
to a place where, at small expense, 
she could be cared for, given proper 
food and correct surroundings.

Still there was a need of the 
small monthly sum that must be 
found to pay transportation from 
her mountain home to Atlanta and 
back twice monthly, for the treat- 
ment she must have if she is to 
recover. For a few other little’ ex- 
penses, small but impossible to a 
family as poor as this. 

Then this noble Atlanta woman 
came to the rescue, provided the 
necessary amount each month and. 
today. Mrs. W. is on the high road 
to health, the five children are hap 
pily counting the months until 
mother can come back to them, to 
stay. ; 

Doctors say it will take at least 
eight or ten months more before the 
cure is complete. Of course, in tu- 
berculosis, particularly when it had 
reached the advanced stage as in 
Mrs. W.’s case, it is hard to tell, 
exactly, how long the cure will] take. 

One year ago the doctors guess- 
ed that 18 months was about the 
time. Twelve of those 18 have gone. 
She may be completely cured in an- 
other six months. Or it might take 
another 12. 

Whatever the time required, she 
must have help to the extent of $20 
a month. if the cure is to be com- 
pleted, if she is to be restored to 
her family, if all the good work 
already done is not to be thrown 
away and the woman tossed back to 
the hopeless fate from which she 
has been so nearly rescued.

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ENACTED BY ALABAMA 


Wets Fail To Muster Strength 
for Vote; Virginia Gets 
Job Law. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 17.— 
(P)—The Ellis 11-2 per cent gross 
receipts tax on retail sales and amuse- 
ments was written into AJlabama’s tax 
statutes tonight over the signature of 
Governor Bibb Graves but a death 
blow was dealt hopes of legal whisky 
by Christmas. 

The tax bill was passed by the Ala- 
bama senate today 19 to 14 to be- 
come effective January 1, and the 
chief executive signed the measure 
this afternoon as soon as it reached 
his desk, declaring “this is a happy 
moment.” 

Repeal advocates. unable to muster 
strength to recall the house state-store 
liquor control bill from. the senate 
temperance committee, finally gained 
an agreement that the measure would 
be reported back to the senate the 
first legislative day after the Cbhrist- 
mas holidays. 

There was a prevailing sentiment to- 
night to adjourn the special session 
legislature tomorrow unti] January 5. 

The tax bill, introduced by Repre- 
sentative L. H. Ellis, of Columbiana, 
calls for a levy of 11-2 per cent on 
gross receipts of retail sales and 
amusements, payable monthly and will 
expire September 30, 1938Y. Receipts 
were estimated at $4,500,000 with the 
money to go to the schools and to 
provide homestead exemptions. 

Governor Graves, who witnesses a 
deadlock special session early this 
year, was happy tonight over the suc- 
cessful passage of the tax bill by a 
legislature which convened November 
23 at his call to raise funds to pre- 
vent a “collapse” of education, health 
and public welfare. 

Anti-tax senators filed a written 
protest in the senate journal today 
after Senator Will O. Walton, of 
Chambers, accepted a challenge from 
Senator Hayse Tucker, of Tuscaloosa, 
to read a letter from the Governor 
assuring him the tax would not be 
collected on used and new cars, cot- 
ton or cottonseed.

1. When two five-card or longer 
suites are of unequal length, bid 
first the longer (5 and 6; 5 and 7; 
6 and 7.) | 

2. With one six-card or longer suit 
and one four-card biddable suit (a 
semi-two suiter), usually bid the long- 
er suit twice before showing the short- 
er, and if the longer suit is seven 
cards or more, usually avoid showing 
the four-card suit at all. 

3. With two biddable suits of five 
and four cards, the commonest type 
of semi-two suiter, always bid the 
longer suit first if it is higher rank- 
ing. When the four-card suit is higher 
ranking it sometimes may be bid first, 
particularly with hands of less than 
four honor tricks (or three and one- 
half with strong intermediates). Con- 
sider the principle of preparedness be- 
fore making the choice. 


4. With two or three four-card bid- 
dable suits, bid, as a rule, the highest 
ranking. Hands with two or three 
four-card suits, however, never should 
be bid without considering first the 
principle of preparedness (to be de- 
scribed shortly.)

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(AP)—Plaques of baseball’s foremost 
immortals—Ty Cobb, Babe Ruth, Honus Wagner, Christy Mathew- 
son and Walter Johnson—were turned over to the Coopeistown, 
N. Y., memorial committee today for installation in the game’s hall 
of fame. 

Alex Cleland, secretary of the memorial committee, accepted 
the plaques and said they would be installed in the Cooperstown 
Museum by January 1. 

Meanwhile, the major leagues sent out ballots for new candi- 
dates for the rank of immortals. Each member of the Baseball 
Writers’ Association was asked to name 10 players, none of them 
now active in the game. A majority of 75 per cent of the votes 
cast will be necessary for any player to win a place in the hall of 
fame. 

Only those players in service since 1900 will be considered in 
the latest poll. In the first one, led by Ty Cobb, all players were 
eligible. 

Cy Young, Napoleon Lajoie and Tris Speaker lost out by a 
narrow margin in the first poll and are heavy favorites to lead the 
new one. 

Baseball’s centennial celebration will be held in 1939 at Coopers- 
town, where Abner Doubleday laid out the first baseball diamond. 
By that time at least 10 immortals are expected to be represented 
in the hall of fame.

many persons who don't. People who 
do not like typwriter noise are good 
prospects for firms which sell silent 
or “noiseless” typewriters. These ma- 
chines can be worked with so little 
noise that a person sitting a few feet 
away may not know typing is being 
done. 


The silent typewriter is only one 
example of the progress made in the 
writing machine indistry. We also 
have electric typewriters, and their 
use may grow in years to come. 

Not counting machines of such _ 
cial kinds, we have typewriters far 
‘better than those used in early days, 
The modern machine is stronger than 
the early models. and does not get out 
of order nearly so often. 

Early typewriters had only capital 
letters. Today, with the “shift” we 
can type either capitals or small let- 
ters. 

Another trouble with most early 
typewriters was that a _ person 
couldn’t see what he had written 
until after he lifted up the paper. 


of the world. In former times, few 
women worked in business offices. At 
present there are millions of women 
who make their living by typing let- 
ters and doing other office work. Men 
can hecome expert, but in general, 
women have proved better for typing 
as steady work. 

Typewriters commonly used in of- 
fices are large, heavy and rather 
hard to move about. They serve the 
needs of typists very well, but some 
persons like to take their machines 
around with them when they go from 
place to place. That is the reason the 
“portable” was invented. It is small, 
does not weigh much, and has a han- 
dy carrving-case. 

I took a portable typewriter on 
the journey I made to Mexico City 
several months ago, and used it for 
writing stories for our part of the pa- 
paper. I have also taken portable type 
writers from country to country while 
traveling through Europe. and often 
have used them while riding on & 
train.
